Others proceed yet further, and ſhed innocent 
Blood in all forts of Fevers, without any conti- 
deration of ſpots of the Plague, or of Poylon it 
ſelf, thus freeing themſelves trom a great deal of 
trouble, otherwiſe cauſcd to the Phylitian from 
the variety ot Fevers. For, fince it is the nature 
of all Poyſon, and Malignant Humors, continu- 
ally to fault the Heart, and fuddcnly to proſtrate 
the Grength of the firongeſt Perſons 3 and lince 
Bleeding does allo beth the ſame, not onely dimi- 
niſhing ſtrength, but alſo drawing the maligaity 
toward the Heart, and driving in again, tor the 
oppreſhon of Nature, what ſhe had thrown out 
tor her relict : I do intreat, and warn all the Pra- 
&iſcrs of our Art, That as they love the quiet of 
their Mind, and che good of their Patients, they 
would bewary of Bleeding in Peſtilential and other 
malignant Fevers, as alſo in all caſes that may bc+ 
tal People by Poylon, cither inward or outward. 

The French, Italians, Spanjards, and Portu- 
greſes (great Blood-letters) will, 1 expect, tell 
me, that Nature, when by bleeding ſhe hath vent, 
and is ſomewhat diſcharged, ſhall be better able to 
throw out the remaining evil. And this ſeems ta 
he true, for the blood 1ndeed gets vent for the

JF Eccbes more convenient than Scarification,

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CHAP. XVIIL 
Of the Cmting in the Hard Parts. 


He Seftion which is ufed in the Hard and Boney 
Parts, is of Four kinds, viz. Scraping, Fi- 
ling, Swing, aud Perforating, that is Trapaning- 

Scraping is uſed in 4 Fiſſure and foule Bone, in 
the Teeth alſo, when they are @uſted over with a 
Tartarous black ſubſtance : the Bones are to be 
ſcraped till you come to the ſound part, which is 
white and (olid, and a little blood caſt forth 3 and 
to the Bone thus ſcraped, ſome drying Pouder is 
to be applyed 3 the Pericranium and Perioftizens 
malt firtt be ſeparated from the Bone, before you 
£0 about this operation, for by no means are they 
ro be touched with the Iniftrument, neither like- 
wile the lips of the Wound. 

Filing is uſed in the Teeth, for when they un- 
naturally ſtand forth, and cither in Eating or 
Speaking are any hindrance toa Man, theu that 
which thus ſticks forth is with 2 File to be raken 
off, which muſt be done carctully, without any 
11jury to the wgighbouring, parts, and by degrees, 
neither with too great a violence lcft it looken the 
Tooth.

- pits, the Neck, the parts behind the Ears, or to 


the Groin. To outward appearance, there is not 
the leaſt (welling. If che Patient by ſuch means 
a$15 requiſite be provoked to fweat at the begin- 
ning otthe Diſeaſe , the pain utterly ceaſeth, and 
in 's few dayecs he will be perfectly reſtored 
his health , the Diſcaſe not having at all dil- 
covered it (lt by any outward Symptoms» Why 
ſuch a Feaver ſhould bc accounted a ſpecies of the 
P) 4 TI feeno reaſon : But there is no one but 
will confeſs it to have ſeized on that Body on 
which Buboes , Carbuncles ,, and Spots do out- 
wardly appear. 

The cauſe of the Plague 1s cithdr Intern. 
or External ; but unto which (ocver ws 1mpire ur, 
is neceſſary to conclude, that there 15 in it a 
power of diffolving the natural confittence of 
the Blood, and depriving the whole Body ot it5 
ſtrength. 

As tothe inward Cauſe, which is Meat aud 
Drink, it is evident to all, that-it cannot produce 
m any body whacſoever fo great and fuddain a

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changsbut it is moſt certain,that by a long & eon- 
*rinued courſe of bad Dict, the Blood may by de- 
grees be after ſuch a manner diſſolved, weakened, 
and corrupted , that ſome part of it afſuming to 
it ic't a Malignant quality , a man may be furpri- 
ſed by a ſuddain Diltaſc, and ſometimes be de 
prived of Life it ſelf 3 which hath bcen obſerved 
11 lick perſons at ſeveral timcs, when there hath 
ben no Contagion in the place, nor any (uſpe4- 
ca, who have been troubled perfect Buboes 
and other Symptormes of the Fague , much more 
11:collerable than others have been at any tine 
when the Air hath been infected. 

As to the owiward Canſes , every one confel- 
ſeth that there are ſuch, but their Nature i 
known but to few; The Chymiſts who arc 
able by the force of Fire diftinAly to ſeparate the 
Parts of ſimple Drugs , endeavour to fud the 0- 
riginal of the Contagion in a Yelatile Salt, which 
ſuddenly difſolv& the fixed Salt of the Blood: 
whicia hath indeed ſome appearance of Truth, 
though it will not be reliſhed by all men. 

It you «:quire into the Cauſe hereof from 0- 
thers, their anſwer will be various, but molt of 
them very idle and impertinent. 

It hath by iſfome been thought probable 
that a Plague might proceed from the Heaven: 5 
they athrming that the Stars do atuate the Sub- 
lIumimary ies , both by the influence ot their 
Loy » and by ſeveral other qualitics inherent in, 
an " 209 4 unto them. But the conjectures rat- 
{cd from hence are very uncertain, and the toun 
dation of them, unſecure. We arc not ignorant 
ot the fopperies of Aftrology, and of the vavi!y

5 
dation than the ſeveral Courſes, the Conjundi- 
on and tion of the Stars 3 which arc all (6 
frivolous , that we cannot think jt worth our la- 
bour to refute them. 

We acknowledge that the Air may be ſeveral 
ways corrupted , from whence the Vapours which 
have been received from the Earth, arc (cat down 
again amongſt us , which like Fire m2y tnkindle 
our Blood 3 Corrupt Izters; Carcaſſes cither not 
at all buricd , or elſe ſhallowly Interr'd ; The 
South Wind which may be ſuppoſed to promote 
the Putrifation : Men already infetcd, and ſuc- 
ceſſvely imparting the Contagion to the ſound, 
and by that means ſpreading the Venom through 
the bodies of Mcn , and the Air it (clt. 

This Peſtilential Infeftion may likewile t: 

Pi ra lye couched and concealed in Str. + 
Stwbble , amongit Garments , Hangings, « 
the Farnitare of Beds ; wifich we have tom-- 
times obſerved ttrangely to impart their Maligui- 
ty to thoſe that have handled them,or approached 
unto them. Y 

But all theſe things only inform us of the 
means by which this Peftilential Poiſon is con- 
veycd unto us : But nv one hath as yet declared 
what it is , and whercin its Nature doth propcrly 
conſiſt. 

The Symptoms of it are theſe. The fick Perſons 
are ſeized with a ſhivering all over” their body;- 
which is preſently followed with au inward hear, 
which is oft-tumes very intenſe, yet without 
any great thirſt z ſometimes the thirſt is exceſſive, 
and che Feaver moderate. But whether the heat 
of the Feaver be great or ſmall, it is moſt on 
monly accompanied with a drineſs of the Tongue, 
Aa 3 and 
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end an Urine of the ſame Conſtitution which you 
might expect from a Man in perfect health : They 
are taken fometimes with a great drowtinets, 
ſometimes with a Delirium , or with 2n exccllive 
pain in the Head and in this cafe the white of 
the Eyes appearcth of a Saffron colour, aud they 
are more waketul than is conhittent with their calc 
and quict: Great pain at the Heart , the Pulic 
ſeems ſmall, if nog at firſt whea you rouch it 
lightly ( for then it oftentimes appcars to beat 
high ) yet at Ictt when you preſs it cloſely with 
your hngers. The ſtrength bits in the beginning 
of the Diſcaſe , aud decrcaſeth much more viſibly 
than in the moſt burning, Feaver , which hath no 
Malignity attending it. Somc arc taken with a 
Dimrbes, which can by no means be tiopt : 0- 
thers bleed much at the Noſe , the Eyes , Ears , or 
Mouth ; ſome at the Yard , or Womb. Sume 
are troubled with % continual Vonuting , 6- 
thers with a Nauctouſneſs. On ſome Eodics 
there appear red or Purple Spots : and on others 
Buboes behind their Ears , on thcir Neck , wmdcr 
their Chin, in the Grom , and under the Amir 
pits: In ſome there break forth red Wrals or 
Puſhes, in others white Bladders , or Carbuncks- 
And whereſocverthceſe Bladders, 'Bubocs , Car- 
buncles, &c. do appcar, they arc a molt certain 
11gn of the Plague , although che bigncſs of them 
may be inconſiderable , eſpecially it they <&- 
ther accompany , or are conlequeuts of a Fca- 
ver. 

As to the Prognoſticks, we mutt conſider , 
thar the Plague is a very treacherous Diſcale , and 
whiPlit it flattcrs us moſt, it intends us the oreagty 
elt miſciuet, A Bubo is leſs dangerous than 2 

Car- 
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Carbuncle , and a Carbuncle than the Spots , 
which very (dom portend 1&6 - than , preſenc 
Dath whereſoever they are difplay'd. - 
A Bubo bchind the Fars, on the Neck,or under 
> rat 1s more dangerous than that in the 
Groirt. 

Carbuncles on the Hands and Feet may by 
forme be thought 115 pernicious .. becauſe they 
art more remote from the Heart z but fiace they 
zappen amongſt many Nerves and Tendons, they 
we hore to be feared than thoſe which ap» 
pqr it other parts of the body which arc better 
overcd with fleſh. a 

A Carbuucle ariſing after a Bubo , is a ſign of 
Death, Tf a Bubo or Carbuncle appear before 
he Feaver , there is leſs danger than if they fol- 
Iw it at a diſtance, and ariſe ſlowly. 

A blew Circle encompaſſing the Bubo the fe- 
cond day after its appearance, 15 a ſign of Death. 

It. Bnbo ſuddenly diſappears, the ſtate of the 
Patient is dangerous , unleſs Nature diſpatch- 
th the Malignant Humor to ſome other Part. 
Thus we have often obſerved , that u che 
treat of that Morbifick matter which hath cauſed

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but if a Bladder appears , or any ſeparation of the 
matter be made ( which is ſo much the better, by 
how much it js the greater ) with a ſufficient pus 
rulency, the Patient is then paft danger. 

A Carbuncle which ſeems to have a little Tail.o: 
Puſh at the end of it, is very dangerous; as ar 
likewiſe thoſe which look white, which,unleſs the 
Feaver doth yery much abate, are certain for 
runners of Death. 

It che Patient that hath a Bubo in his Neck, cr 
behind his Ears;be troubled with a pain ia his 
Throat, and a difficulty of ſwallowing, and vs 
conſiderable Inflamation appear , we have always 
found it a certain Rule, that in this caſe he out: 
lives not 12 or 15 hours. 

Sleep more ſound than ordinary , Delirim, 
waking often in the night , inflamation of th: 
Eycs, pain at the Heart , a trembling and cor- 
vullion” of the Joynts, are all very dangerow 
Symptoms , but do not always portcnd Death. 

A great Feaver without a pain at the Heart,

The greatneſs of the Danger may ſome 
times be judged from the great dryneſs of th:

' A Flux of Blood was heretofore held dangerous 
In all Plagues, but in our Age, all that can cithr 
bleed at the Noſe, or have their Mcnſirua's,com 
off ate: we have no preſident of any that have 
piſſed blood 3 but a Diſſentery is the lign of 22 
approaching Death. 
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It is very certain , alt it but ſeldom hap- 
pens,that incurable Carbuncles do break out about 
the Eyes, Noſe, and Stomach , and even amidſt 
the Entrails themſelves. 
If chey ſciſe on the Bladder , they become mor- 
tal to the Patient , and put him to exceſhve 


I can jnftance only in one, who after he had 
for 30 hours or more been troubled with the 
Spots 3 at length, after exceeding great pain,ac- 
companied with a Defirizm , he voided firſt 
Blood,and aftcr that 4 Purulent matter t bis 
Tard, by which means he was reſtored to his 
healch, I conjectured that there was a Carbuncle

Called by the Greeks Azthrax, ( for it is to no 
purpoſe to inſert any nice diftintion between 
thern ) ſhews it ſelf in ſeveral ſhapes , but rhe 
Syrfptoms of it are many times very tallible: It 
15 ealie to conclude of it, when ever it diſcovers 
it ſelf by a little puſh of a dark purple colow 
with an Inflamation round about it 3 but often 
——_— with a white Puſh without any conliders 
able prominency, which ſeems to contain a fort 
of purulent matter that portends no milchich, but 
it you ſqueeze it, you will find it dry and vey 
hard, and it cats very deep into the Skin under 
neath it. 

Sometimes there appears one finglc Bladder fi- 
led with'Limpid Matter, which if it be not oper 
ed in the (pace of 24 hours , it grows black, and 
_ its diſeion ſends forth two or three drops 

black blood. 

Otherwhiles ſeveral little white Bliftcrs diſco 
ver themſelves. If theſe grow hard underneath, 
and are accompanied with a Fcaver and Inflan 
c10n , there is no queſtion but that they are Mar 
lignant, and I know not why they may not be 
reckoned in the number of Carbuncles; cſpcoully 
lance they are wont to diſpatch a man in 2s ſhort 4 
tine as the ones 3 and they are to be 
with after the ſame manner , if we expect that ou!

Amber , Fitch , Mirrbe , Frankinſence , the Wood 
amd the Berries of Fuxiper, Sulphur, 4ſſa Fetide, 
Horn .( but eſpecially Gunpowder ) being either 
kindled , or put upon a few lighted Coals. 

Sach as take Tobacco, do very much commend 
the virtue of that Plant; 1 do not diſapprove the 

uſe of it , though as much as I can, [ avoid the

ſons, but eſpecially in a Peſtilential one.” TFhers-- 
can benothing preſcribed in general which may
